e Major Curriculum Change: New Program — Master's/Magisteriate in Creative Arts 
Therapies, Music Therapy Option (FF AC-09-04-03-D2) 


°C. Wild announced that the Graduate Certificate in Creative Arts Therapies, Music 
Therapy Option had received approval from the Senate and from the Canadian Association 
for Music Therapy (CAMT). 


° 8B, Foss indicated that the program addresses the real lack of training available in this field, 
which is seen as a growing area in the coming years; since the Quebec government will be 
making an MA a requirement for Music Therapy practioners, the proposed degree also 
addresses this need. 


° T. Stathopoulos called the document a well-prepared proposal, the best he has seen in 
years, noting that only minor changes needed to be made. 


° In response to a question, S. Curtis said that this will be in addition to the Graduate 
Certificate, thereby allowing students to qualify to do the MA; feels this is an exciting 
program and will complement the existing Art Therapy and Drama programs in Creative 
Arts Therapies. 


°C. Wild also noted that hiring of a second faculty member was being finalized.

General feeling that the 15-minutes allocated for the FoFA presentation to the Board 
adequate and that focussing on two issues very effective;

¢ Indicated that the Board is very serious about budget issues and about knowing what is 
really going on in the University; 

e The next year will be very important because of the potential radical reduction in the 
Board's size and the presence of a government appointee; although faculty members will 
retain the same proportion of representation, this was accomplished through proportional 
reduction of student representation; new regulati4ons will also likely mean the large-scale 
replacement of external members and many new faces at a time when strategic action plans 
affecting the future of the University are being brought forward; stressed that it will be 
incredibly important for FoFA to have a strong voice on the Board which can speak a 
variety of ‘languages’. 

e Inresponse to questions about changes to the Board, C. Wild spoke of the new rules which, 
if implemented, will place term limits and prevent anyone who has had a philanthropic role 
from being appointed, although there seems to be a softening of position in this regard. 

e C. Wild pointed out that the majority of Board members are from business and engineering 
so need a fine arts voice; directed anyone interested in nominating a Board member to their
